credit during the current renewal period or other docu-
mentation of completed continuing education hours ap-
proved by the board.

(b) Continuing education hours that a renewal appli-
cant earns after board receipt of the renewal application 
form shall not be approved for continuing education 
credit for the period being audited. 

(c) Failure to comply with this regulation shall be con-
sidered unprofessional conduct.
